HOW TO TAKE COMMUNION IN THE HAND 


This is how St. Cyril of Jerusalem instructed the newly-baptized in his con- 
gregation during his Easter sermon in the year 348: ‘When you approach Holy 
Communion, make the left hand into a throne for the right, which will receive 
the King. With your hand hollowed, receive the Body of Christ and answer ‘Amen’. 
Then consume it, taking care not to lose any of it.’ 

Perhaps that instruction is clear enough. There is no “absolute” way of taking 
Communion. However, the following steps might be helpful, always remembering 
that the first rule is reverence. 

Place one open palm on top of the other. (If you are right-handed, the right 
hand should be on the bottom; if left-handed, the left hand should be on the

After you have replied “Amen” to ‘The Body of Christ,” the minister will 
place the Host in your open hand. 

Step aside to make room for the next communicant. 

With your lower hand, take the Host and place it in your mouth. Only after 
this return to your place.

Personal prelatures are jurisdictional structures of a secular type which 
are established by the Holy See as an instrument within the hierarchical pastoral work 
of the Church. They are governed by statutes laid down by the Holy See and consist of a 
Prelate, who is their own Ordinary, and the incardinated clergy. By a contract, lay per- 
sons can dedicate themselves to the apostolic works of the Prelature. 


Personal prelatures are based on the principle of insertion into the local 
Church. In this they differ essentially from the personal dioceses, such as those con- 
stituted for the faithful of a particular rite, which are based on the principle of in- 
dependence or autonomy in regard to the local Churches.

Sick Calls 


When a priest is called to administer the Sacraments in our homes to 
the sick, the following preparations should be made: 
1. The room should be clean and suitably ornamented. 
2 i. spall table should be conveniently placed, covered with a white 
cloth. 
3. A crucifix placed in the center of the table. 
4 


Two blessed candles placed in candlesticks on the table. These should 


be lighted when the priest is expected. 

A vessel containing holy water should be provided, and a sprinkler 
if possible. 

A giess of fresh water placed on the table, a teaspoon and a plate 
with small crumbs of bread for cleansing the oil from the hands of 
the priest. 

1. A white cloth or towel placed ready to be used by the sick person 

while receiving Holy Communion. 

8. Some cotton wool provided to wipe away the anointing. 

When the priest is known to be carrying the Blessed Sacrament, it is a 
very laudable custom for one of the family to meet him at the street door 
with a lighted candle and escort him to the sick room. All those present in 
the room should kneel when the priest enters with the Blessed Sacrament.
